LIGHT AND TRACTION 


Large Number of Articles Concerning 
Important 
Subject 
Have 
Ap­ 
peared 
in 
the 
Newspa­ 
pers and Magazines. 


Tokio, Dec. 2.— That the relations 
between Japan and the United States 
occupy the minds of the Japanese peo­ 
ple has been especially evidenced dur­ 
ing the last six weeks, when a large 
number of articles 
concerning 
that 
subject have appeared in newspapers 
and magazines. 
The authors have ad­ 
dressed themselves with considerable 
freedom and frankness to the question. 
Most of them have been prudent and 
amicable, seeking to find a solution of 
matters at issue; others “ jingoistic” 
in tone have voiced pessimism as to 
the future. The discussion has hinged 
largely on China. 
It is to be noted, 
however, that more eminent and rep­ 
resentative writers have placed them­ 
selves in the first class, while the 
lesser known and 
more 
sensational 
Japanese commentators belong to the 
second. 
Jap an ’s present unprecedented pros­ 
perity, which is chiefly 
due 
to 
the 
European war, has swept through the 
empire a wave of satisfaction that the 
nation should be attaining such great 
material progress and it has awakened 
all minds to the vast possibilities of 
continued and constantly augmenting 
advance in finance, industry and com­ 
merce. 
I>ev«dopments are to be noted 
in all directions, and if the war con 
tinues for a long period Jap an ’s posi­ 
tion will be greatly enhanced. 
She 
will reduce ber national debt, she will 
expand her already immense shipping, 
he will strengthen her industries and 
above all she w ill extend 
her 
com­ 
merce. 
It is the great nation of Chi­ 
na to which Japan looks with eager 
eye for commercial growth and China 
is the crux of the relations between 
Japan and the United States in the im­ 
mediate future. 
Increase Influence in China. 
At Tokio the belief prevails that J a ­ 
pan w ill continue her endeavor to in­ 
crease her political influence in Chi­ 
na. 
But Japanese business men are 
constantly clamoring for a political 
ascendency that w ill not be so abrupt 
or 
so 
imprudent as to endanger a 
peaceful economic conquest 
of 
the 
neighboring republic. 
Put differently, 
conservative Japanese want to break 
down the barrier of distrust existing 
in China against things Japanese and 
replace it with a feeling of confidence 
which will establish free trade rela­ 
tions based on business factors. 
The readiness with which the Chi­ 
nese recently granted Am erican capi­ 
talists a concession to build along rail­ 
road and theU hesitation in making 
contracts with the Japanese has aw ak 
ened Japanese to the fact that ascend­ 
ancy in China to be successful must be 
accompanied 
©cine 
measure 
ot 
trust and confidence. 
At this particular moment the Jap 
anese idea is the desirability of co­ 
operation wTith the United 
States 
In 
the development of China. 
The idea 
was suggested by Judge 
Elbert 
H 
Gary, chairman of the board of direc 
tors of the United States Steel corpor 
ation, during his recent visit to Tokio 
and it is understood that some plan ol 
co-operation along broad lines is now 
being tentatively elaborated by repre 
tentative 
commercial 
leaders. 
Al 
though 
the 
Russo-Japanese alliance 
which calls for mutual co-operation in 
the defense of their special interests ir. 
China is actively in operation there it 
no 
present -proof of prevailing fear* 
that Japan will permit the alliance se 
riously to prove inimical to the eco 
nomie interests cd America. 
Knows the U. S. Very Well. 
The idea of co-operation finds favoi 
both in governmental and non-official 
circles. 
It is especially emphasize! 
by Viscount Kentaro Kaneko, membei 
of the privy council, in the Octobet 
number of Chuo Koron or Central Re 
view. 
Viscount Kaneko, who know- 
the United States 
very 
well, 
abd 
knows a good deal about the tempera 
meat of the American people, comes 
out flatly in favor of an economic alii 
alice with the United States in respect 
to China. 
His reason is that a pro 
gram of harmony and understandipg 
would avoid needless competition anc 
work to the best interests of Japan 
the United States and China. He said: 
“ Japan might make temporary profits- 
by dumping her commodities in China 
and 
driving 
aw ay 
American good* 
from 
that 
market, but such an act 
would hardly improve 
the 
relations 
betw’een Japan and Am erica.” 
As he 
saw the situation they had much bet 
ter define their respective spheres oi 
economic activity. 
As an instance, he 
suggested tfiat Japan might monopo 
H ie the small hardware trade in Chi 
na and leave to Americans the market 
for nails, iron pipes, etc. 
In cotton 
spinning 
the 
Japanese 
might 
sell 
coarse 
threads 
and 
the 
Americans 
might sell fine threads. 
It is by such 
means that a conflict 
of 
interests 
could be avoided. And he added: 
“ Ii 
such an effective 
economic 
alliance 
be concluded, agitators may do what 
they like— there will be no fear of a 
conflict between the two countries.” 
Turning to the question of imniigra 
Hon, Viscount Kaneko expressed tin 
opinion that if the 
Japanese 
immi 
grants in the United States are mis 
understood there it is largely theii 
own fault. 
They are not inferior ti 
European immigrants— they are thrif­ 
ty and humane— but they should adop’ 
Am erican customs and manners, ant 
strive to harmonize with their white 
neighbors instead of living a life apart 
lf their cost of liking is increased, the\ 
could overcome that by selling their 
products at the same prices 
as 
the 
Am erican farmers and traders, instead 
of underselling them. Thus they would 
root out another cause of ill-feeling. 
Oversee the Immigrants. 
To accomplish these 
reforms 
V is­ 
count Kaneko suggests the formation 
of a Japanese association at San Fran 
cisco to oversee the immigrants. 
If 
they persist jn 
ways they should 
be i runs port en back to Japan. 
W ith 
the true assimilation, the w riter be­ 
lieved, the Japanese immigrants could 
reasonably look forward to the right 
of citizenship and the right to vote. 
• In short,” h»* said, “ they w ill be treat­ 
ed by the white men as their equals.’

Contrasting

Chicago, where there has been form­ 
ed an experimenting class 
of adults 
tor the purpose 
of 
finding 
how a 
grown person can be fed on 40 cents 
a day, comment is made that the en­ 
deavor is entirely unnecessary, inas­ 
much as if the men of the army can 
he provided for at 27 cents a day, tho 
whole problem 
has 
been solved at 
even a less cost than the m ark set by 
they>e interested in the experiment. 
This, though, 
is 
a wrong conclu­ 
sion, as can 
readily 
be 
recognized 
when attention is called to the fact 
that the government purchases all its 
supplies in large 
quantities, 
larger, 
perhaps, than do a gieat 
many job 
bing houses. Also, it asks for and re­ 
ceives Dills on these 
immense pur­ 
chases and buys from the lowest bid­ 
der. As a consequence it probably se­ 
cures its supplies 
at 
figures 
very 
much less than 
even 
the establish­ 
ments that are in 
the 
business of 
supplying the trade 
with 
the sam e 
broods. When this is taken into con­ 
sideration and the further 
fact that 
all the intermediaries between prac­ 
tically first hands and the consumers 
are done away with, and there is re­ 
ally but one profit and 
that a very 
sm all one of perhaps from 5 to IO per 
cent over original cost in the entire 
transaction, the injustice of the com­ 
parison is obvious. 
‘The retail price 
of 
almost every 
commodity carries with it the origi­ 
nal first cost 
of 
the producer, plus 
transportation charges 
through sev 
era! hands, plus profits for all who 
have had part in getting It to the fi­ 
nal station frdin which it goes lo th* 
consumer, it is according to what th* 
commodity is as to how man., profits 
it is loaded with. Many food products 
p ass through three 
and 
four hands 
before reaching the retail store, and 
c a d i of these must add something to 
the price before disposig of it. Take 
poultry and eggs, for instance. 
The 
fan ner 
produces 
th un 
and 
takes 
them to the village store, where he 
disposes 
of them. 
The 
store­ 
keeper 
sells them, 
with 
profit 
added, 
to 
the 
poultry 
dealer, 
who 
in 
turn, also 
with 
a 
profit, 
disposes 
of 
them 
to 
the 
nearest 
branch packing house. 
The packing 
house prepares them for market and 
bills them to the head establishment 
at a price which includes a profit for 
it for handling. Then the head house 
orders shipment to either commission 
men or its own agents in the lur 
cities and 
adds 
something 
for 
its 
trouble, the commission men supply 
the retailers al a price that includes 
a profit for them, and finally the re 
tailer sells to the consumer, and in 
order to exist he, too. must lan e hi* 
profit from the transaction. Thus we 
see that in passing from the producer 
to the ultimate consumer these pal 
tlcular food products have added tc 
them 
six 
profits 
in 
the 
ordinary 
course of business. 
When, however 
the poultry and eggs go to cold stor 
a g e -there is still another profit added 
together with interest on the moue 
invested from the time they went in 
to the refrigerating plants until they 
arc placed upon the market, pius cost 
of insurance for the sam e length o 
time. 
When there is speculation in the 
product and great quantities are hep 
to force a fictitious increase iii price 
there enters in still another element 
not to be characterized as profit, but

Judge Cox was the nominee of the re­ 
publicans. 
On the face of 
the 
returns Judge 
Cox was elected by a majority of I, 
044, and it was supposed that he had 
won the place. But when the votes of 
Maries county were canvassed it was 
found that the dem ocrats there had 
all voted for Judge Arch A. Johnson 
instead of for Bradley, the latter not 
receiving a single vote in the entire 
county. 
An 
investigation 
followed 
and it was found 
that 
the 
county 
clerk, through 
an 
error, 
placed the 
name of Johnson, 
who 
had 
been a 
candidate in the primary, on all the 
democratic ballots of the county, and 
the democratic voters had as a con 
sequence cast their ballot for a man 
who was not 
even 
running. 
There 
were enough of these votes to Tiavc 
overcome the seeming 
majority that 
Cox had received had they been cast 
for Bradley, 
as 
they 
undoubtedly 
would have been if the clerk had not 
n.ade the error. 
Now the questions to be settled by 
the supreme court are whether it can 
go behind the returns 
and 
give to 
Bradley the votes 
cast 
for Johnson 
inasmuch as it was clearly the inten­ 
tion of the Maries county democrats 
to vote for their party nominee, who 
was Bradley and 
not Johnson, who 
was not a candidate.

elected and will fight the contest on 
the 
technical 
ground 
that 
Maries 
county did not vote for Bradley', but 
for Johnson, 
and

ing. City Counsellor, It. S. Robertson 
and members of the water committee, 
composed 
of 
Aldermen 
Bertheoux. 
Robb and Baumgartner, made a pre­ 
liminary survey of the holdings of the 
present company furnishing consum­ 
ers with water. 
Some of the sugges­ 
tions made at the meeting were that 
the city of Sedalia could through the 
issuance of bonds secure a municipal 
plant providing that they 
could 
be 
paid off automatically

through money derived from the oper­ 
ation of the plant. 
It was also claimed that better tile

The commission does not consider 
co-operation as the most 
important 
factor in foieign trade, but it consid 
ors ii an important and n e c e s s a r y ele­ 
ment in any effective plan. 
“Three 
important considerations,” 
it says, “are involved in this problem. 
These are, first, the presence of con­ 
certed action among the foreign com­ 
petitors of American exporters; sec­ 
ond, the probable effect of similar ac­ 
tion by American manufacturers in 
foreign trade, including its possible 
disadvantages to domestic consumers 
and smaller competitors; and. third, 
the effect of the present laws of this 
country upon such co-operation on the 
part of American manufacturers." 
it is apparent, the report sets forte, 
that the country’s organization for ex­ 
port trade must be strengthened if its 
manufacturers and producers are to 
compete on more nearly equal terms 
in the world’s commerce. 
Of possible 
dangers to American consumers, it 
sa vs: 
“The commission believes that the 
advantage to be gained 
by effective 
co-operation in foreign markets need 
not entail any sacrifice of the firmly 
established poilcy of this country in 
regard to the 
m aintenance 
of fair 
com petitive conditions and tile prohi­ 
bition of monopolistic control within 
the United States. At the sam e time 
co-operation for export trade will en­ 
able the 
exporting manufacturer to 
realize an increased 
return 
for his 
products along with decreased costs 
through larger scale production, and 
the country will enjoy greater indus­ 
trial stability resulting from a broad­ 
er market." 
The present laws, the report says, 
in many cases as they stand operate 
to prevent formation of co-operative 
organizations for export trade. Some 
changes must bo made, it says, to re­ 
lieve the manufacturer of even doubt 
as to their 
application 
in 
foreign 
trade organization, but leaving them 
as at present to protect the dom es­ 
tic consumer against combinations to 
control prices. 
The report 
takes 
up 
competitive 
conditions in most of the countries of 
the world, devotes a chapter to com ­ 
petition in South America, gives com ­ 
petitive conditions 
in 
particular in­ 
dustries and carries a m ass of tables 
and statistical conditions 
concerning 
trade everyw here.
